Student journalist lends a helping hand to a country in need

Finally! The exams were done, grades 


were in and it was time to vacation. Layla 


Davey, a 22-year old Journalism-His 
tory major, was a half step away from 
quiet desperation, like many Sacramento 
students anxious for the end of the Spring 
Semester 1994 

For other students 
Palm Springs were the places to go; even San 
Diego or Lake Tahoe could do in a pinch 

But Davey’s vacation tock her to the 


Hawaii, Jamacia and 


Philippines where the humidity engulfs you 
like a steamy hot blanket and the midday 
rain can have you chest-deep in water on 
little more than a nouon 

She went to the capital city of Manila as 
a volunteer for Sacramento State Intervarsity 
Christian Fellowship and was hired for three 
months by the Far East Broadcast Comany 
organization to write and produce programs 
for a Christian radio broadcast that had a 
potenual audience of billions of listeners in 
the China bloc, India, and parts of East Afnca 
It gave her an opportunity to put to work all 
those years of schooling and her expenence as 
a Channel 3 TV iniern in Sacramento 

Davey had to raise about $2500 through 
family and fnends to pay her airfare and living 
expenses for her first ever trip outside the 
United States 

“It was a great expenence for me, said 
Davey. “I had the opportunity to go overseas 
and create a variety of programs for a daily 
radio show.” 

When Davey arnved in the Philippines, she 
came with expenence in producuon and broad 
cast writing, but was taken aback by the extent 
of her new responsibiliues when she was as 
signed to the Overseas English department 

“When I got there I was just thrown into tt,’ 
said Davey. “All of a sudden | had two shows 
to produce, and free reign to do whatever | 
wanted. | quickly realized | dain ¢ know Unat

Davey had many questions about producing

“The air in the United States 
looks clean compared to that in the Philip- 
pines,” she said 

“I learned to cook simple dishes while I 
was there and I went to the market not far 

from the compound and bought my own 

food,” Davey explained 

We ate a lot of rice with our meals 
over there. | tried balut which is a fertil- 
ized duck egg that is boiled just before it 
is about to hatch. You crack open the top 
of the shell and scoop out the insides to eat 
feathers, beak and all. It didn’t taste too 
bad. | also had Kare Kare (pronounced 

Kari Kan) which is a stew made out of 

almost everything inside an animal, in 

cluding its inner organs.” 

Davey also leamed to make a soup out of 
swamp grass. She described the Philippines’ 
fruits as incredible, and thought they had 
much more flavor than Amencan fruits 

Struck by the sense of unity in the Philip- 
pines family, Davey spent time with several 
families and gained a great respect for the 
love that she found in them. “The families 
there are very Close and most children who 
finish their schooling usually don’t leave 
home until they get marned. 1 witnessed 
families of 10 to 12 people living in 5 Icet by 
S feet grass huts 

| found the Philippines a land of contra 
dictions and contrasts: there are the really 
rich and there are the reaily poor. | didn't see 
much of the people who were nich, because 
they lived in gated communities away trom 
everyone else.”
